In the metallurry industry, the mumber of youths under the ages of 18 
as of December 1949 had decreased te 25.563, or 4.2 per cent cf the 
workers,as compared to December 1948 with 27.781 youths employed. 4.4 
per cent of all metallurgical workers. 

2. This "anti-youth policy" is also evidenced by the fact that the average 


age of workers in the S. Giorgio Works in Genow is 47 years, At present 
there are 26,000 anprentices employed in the metcoliurgieal industries as 
compared to 60,000 in 1939 and approximately 400,090 in 1943. At the 
industrial congress held in Milan, FIOM showed concretely that the Italtan 
netallurgical industry could use an additional 250.000 workers, including 
300,000 young apprentices, which world decease unemployment among ths 
youth by 70-380,000. 


3. While in the past ten years the metallurrical industry has developed 
considerably, and censequently there is a greater need for professional 
training, activity in this field hes decreased. Th 1941, there vere — 
2.258 professional) schoo!s With 421,122 pupils; in 1948 there were only 
2,143 schools with 310,000 students.. There hes siso beon a decrease in 
the Istituto Nazicnale Addestramonto e Ferfezionanento Lavoratori 
industrie {INAPLD courses as follows:

The great unenployment emonr the vouth favors a procuction of war material 

and makes available many youtha to be reemiited ints the veriougs armed 
services to the advantare of American dperialisn. At the nresens tine. there 
are 22 Provincial FIOM Youth Commissions which function unsatiafacatorily. The 
greatest celect of these Youth Commissions is that ther do not lIrnow hew to 
participate in the cener21 activity cf PIO and hear te establiel nq bonds 
with the factories throusn the forming an the furctioning of Uh 
Xouth Commissions, The ties with these Commissions and with the « “al 
are insufficient and weak, here are abous 156 such Factory Comssions md 
here also the activity is irrefular. 


As of 31 August 1959 there vere 25,421 FIOM members including wnermored 
and girls. These figures include membership of 4) provinces ovt of 63, 
in January 1950, there ware only eight Provincial FIOM Youth Conniesions 
and a few dozen Factory Youth Commissions, Lack of sreater development 
is eaused hy the fact that the trede uniors devote insufficient attention 
vo youth matters, and by the inability of the FIOM Youth Commirsione 

i take decisive action in direetine the voung metallurgical workers. 


ffforts must be concentrated on the following elements of the FIOM Wor'c 
Plans 


&, The strurgle for peace and the strengthening of the Partisang of 
Feace Movement, including vigilence cgainst the production of 
var materials 


& The re-examination of the categories and the rerularization of 
individual licenses. sc as ts Jefend one's jeb. It is also 
requested, since the young aporentices ars paid @ percentare oF 
woat their employers make, and tre pay of cuslified wezkers has 
increased, that other young workers he paid a minim es follows:

the most serious defielenuy is the Jack of continuous activity on the

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of the lack of clarity concerning the functions and the tasks of these 
Youth Comaissions, which should act: with a certain autonomy of initiative, 
The syndienl] Youth Commissions mst becons effective instruments in 
drawing certain youth strata to the esuse of the working class. Whe woels 
ties between the FIOM Youth Commissions and the factories mst ba 
strengthened through the Feetory Youth Commissions in wiich all youta 
currents must be reoresented, These Factory Youth Commissions are the 
indispensable instruments which carry out the direecsives at the base 

and thus constantly control the directing organs. They are the prin- 
eipal niclei for the realizing of the United Italien Youth Front, 


For the smal] or medium sized factories » internatlonal, district, or sone 
Youth Commissions shoulc be formed, ineluding representatives of all 
workshops in that locality, “he distritution of the syndieal press mist 
be carried out by the FIOM and all Youth Commissions with greater energy, 
The mmber of syndical youth activists mist be increased. Relations

b. The ealling of a series of regional or inter-rarional neetings 
of the FIOM Youth Commissions to define this creat, undertaking 
and to fix provineally werk obligations and objectives to be 
attained, 


e. The development of vast propaganda in regard to the Assises of ° 
the metallurgical wouth so that also under this aspect they will 
be successful, establishing and clarifying coustantly the prin» 
clpal demands of the metaéliurgie=1 youth. 


& The instituting of the FIOM cun for sports anc. recreational 
ectivity after organizing a competition and publicizing this 
important. enterprise awong all the trade vnions. 
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Obligations of the Centrel FIOM Youth Cormittee are as follows: 


a. The Central FICM Yovth Commission, after discussion and aporoval 
by the Netional FIG‘ Secretariat, obligates itself and consequently 
obligates all FIOM Youth Commissions each to veeruit 30 new FIOM 
members in 1951 in crder to strengthen more and more the unified 
organization of Italian metallurzieal workers end in order to con 

vont future strugg!es with greater strength; 


& ta addition there is the cbligation to establish and make effective 
new FIOM and Factory Youth Commissiona, bringins the FIOM Youth 
Commissions from 22, existing at present, to 37 and the Factory 
Youth Commissions from 15C to 5002 and 


&,  Bvery effort must be mede to increase the distribution of <he 
syrdical press so that it reaches thousands of new renders, db- 
dsctives for the distribution cf Lavoro and Glovyentu 6] Lavoro 
will be established. 


The carrying out of these specific obligations means the strengtheniag 
of the entire FIOM in al? fields ef activity te brings new youth fforts 
te tae strurcgle for work and the future of the -etallurricel 4 ndustry . 
tt is with a full sense cf responsibility for the importont objectives 
eatablished and the considerable obligetions undertaken that the Centrel 
FIOM Youth Commission asrures the Netionsl Seeretarict that thase rill be 
maintained and realized, 
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
